LIQUOR DEALERS MUST BE LIBERAL- 


Else the 17th of June Parade in Charles- 
town May Be an Barly One. 

The first of the important prelimin- 
ary steps toward celebrating June i7 
in Charlestown was taken last night 
when the annual meeting of the Seven- 
teenth of June Carnival Association 
was held in its quarters on Main street. 

The first business of the meeting was 
the appointment by President Carter 


of a nominating committee, comprising

At the conclusion of the election of 
Officers, several speeches were made.

He stated that the liquor dealers of 
the district would be obliged to answer 
more freely to the calls of the asso- 
ciation for funds this year, or else 
they could not expect that the associa- 
tion would co-operate in any sense with 
them. If it should be necessary, said 
Mr. Carter, the association, as in years 
gone by, would start the parade at a 
very early hour in the morning, so that 
the features of the day would be at an 
end before the liquor dealers could 
reap many benefits from the crowd of 
the day.

He had offered the conductor a cou- 
pon from his season ticket book in pay-~ 
ment of his ride, but as the book con- 
tained the words, “‘Good only for pas- 
sage on trains which stop regularly at 
stations named,’? the conductor would 
not gccept it in payment, This case 
was brought, and the finding of the 
superior court was for the plaintiff for 
48 cents. 

The court holds that the defendant 
cannot invoke the doctrine that a pas- 
senger who by mistake takes a wrong 
train is not obliged to pay for his ride 


to the first station at which he has the 
opportunity to alight, as he intended 
to board the train as a passenger for 
pay, to the station at which he left it, 
and his mistake in supposing that a 
coupon from his season ticket would be 
received in payment did not render 
him less liable for the service he ob- 
tained. 

The court also decides that there 
was no waiver by the defendant of the 
contract as to the use of the season 
ticket by evidence, which was contro- 
verted by the plaintiff, that the con- 
ductor had accepted coupons from the 
season ticket. for passage upon this 
same train. Such acceptance of cou- 
pons by the conductor was a waiver of 
the conditions of the contract only for 
those rides. 

The finding of the lower court, which 
is to stand, was the amount of a fare 
to Walpole. 


COUD NOT STAND THICE ICE. 


Iron Pile Bridge Across the Westport River 
Damaged by a Big Floe. 

PALL RIVER, March 1, 1895. Word 
was received by Engineer Kieran today 
of the breaking of the iron pile bridge 
across Westport river. The accounts 
recived of the damage done are very in- 
definite.
